Though Faced by Overwhelmingly Superior 


Force They Attack and Seriously Im- 


peril a Convoy, 
Maintain Their 


Position in Thaba Nchu Dis- 


trict. British Plans Secret 


Brooklyn Politicians Re» 


ported Planning for 


•j 
His Nomination 


London, May 1—Lord Roberts tele- 


graphs from Bloemfontien, April 30, 
that the Boers made very persistent 
attacks around Thaba Nchu Saturday 
and Sunday, but the position which 
Rumiles division holds is very strong 
and he had «ie assistance of the Gor- 
dons and Dickson's brigades, the cav- 
alry under French and Smith-Dooriens 
infantry brigade and body of mounted 
infantry under Ian Hamilton. Pole- 
Carews division returned from De 
Wetsdorp yesterday. 


Lord Roberts also reports the addi- 


tional casualties sustained during the 
fighting, April 27, around Thaba Nchu, 
consisting of Lieutenant Geary- and 
two enlisted men killed and one officer 
and three enlisted men wounded. 


Neither the commander-in-chiefs nor 


correspondents' dispatches throw any 
lig-ht on the plans being adopted to 
oust the Boers from the neighborhood 
of Thaba Nchu, and how long before a 
determined effort will be- made to re- 
assert British superiority is only a 
matter of surmise. 


In the meantime the Boers are re- 


markably aggressive, especially in view 
of the large forces opposing them. 


A special dispatch from Thaba Nchu, 


dated yesterday, says they made a dar- 
ing attempt to cut off a British convoy 
which got into broken ground between 
Thaba Nchu and De^ etsdorp, opening 
fire from adjacent hills. 


In the nick of time, General Brabazon 


with a. strong force of Teomenry, re- 
turning from Wepener, arrived on the 
scene and extricated the convoy. 


The same social correspondent de- 


scribes the dispositions of the forces at 
Thaba Nchu as follows: 
"General 


Rundle covering the advance camp and 
facing the Boers' positions to the east, 
where they are strongly entrenched. 
Genera! Ian Hamilton and General 
Smith-Dorien' occupy strong positions 
on the road to the north. 


Another dispatch says the onlnmn 


under General Hamilton locates the 
Boers to the northwest and an artillery 
duel ensued without much recruiting 


A Mafeking dispatch of April 20 says 


the Boers had been busy several days 
blowing up the railway southward. 


There was little firing the past week. 


The town will respond cherfully to 
Lord Roberts requests to hold out an- 
other month. Fever is rife, but other- 
wise the health of the garrison is good 
and all is well. 


j Lord Roberts very extensive plan 


1 to corral the Boers operating in south- 
eastern Free State has failed because 
of the superior mobility of the enemy. 
Though the British had a vastly superior 
force, directed by able generals, they 
ware unable to draw together the meshea 
of the net spread with sufficient rapidity 
to prevent the Boers from slipping 
through. 
These farmer-soldiers have 


|hown remarkable flexibility throughout 
the campaign, In adapting themselves 
to British tactics. 
They learned how 


to take advantage of Lord Methuen's 
front attacks and General Bullet's meth- 
ods of warfare, and they haw profited 
by General Roberts' object lessons. They 
have contrived a greater mobility among 


f their own commandos*, and hi tMtB way 
! have outstripped General Roberts' cav- 


alry and infantry and have retreated 


j safely, although ezposed to well-ordered 


strategy. 


The Boers are now showing uncommon 


activity west of Bloemfontem. 
They 


are in force batwe»n Fourteen Streams

On Sunday they oc- 


cupied Windsorton, west of the railway, 
and now threaten to interrupt the com- 
munication of the British force at War- 
renton to the north.

To the east of Bloemfontem the Boers

declare himself a candidate. It is be- 
lieved that with Cleveland the r>arty

elements. The transmission to (Treat 
Britain bx; the McKinJey administra- 
tion of the Boer president's appeal for 
a cessation of hostilities gave grounds 
for prediction by the European press 
and by a small portion, vf the press of 
this country that the McKinley ad- 
ministration was prepared to go far- 
ther in the matter of intervention to 
win fo itself the support of th« "for- 
eign" vote.

titter Failure of a Costly Experiment 


to Make Spider* Weave Silk. 


Aj» long ago as the beginning of the 


eighteenth century the idea of using 
the thread that the spider spins from 
Its body as a substitute for the thread 
unwrapped from the cocoon of the silk- 
worm was broached, but with little 
practical result. An Englishman, Mr. 
Rolt, secured 20,000 feet of silk thread 
from 22 spiders in two hours. 


Of late some experiments have been 


conducted by curious persons to ascer- 
tain which spider produced the best 
and largest quantity of silk, for it baa 
been demonstrated that it is an excel- 
lent substitute for that of the silk- 
worm. 
Spiders from Paraguay and 


Argentina, from India, China and Aus- 
tralia, were tried, but the best results 
were secured from the spiders of Mad- 
agascar. 


It was found that after laying her 


eggs tt e female spider spins most free- 
ly. Sii of these were selected and con- 
fined for the test 
From one 2,000 


yards of thread were secured in ten 
days; from the second, 1.850 yards in 
seven days; from the third ana fourth, 
450 yards In four days; from the fifth, 
1,400 yards In 11 days, and from the 
Bixth, 4,200 yards ia 27 days. 


A German, manufacturer was so de- 


lighted with this test that he made 
elaborate arrangements for having a 
spider silk mill, importing a large num- 
ber of the spiders from Madagascar 
to Germany. All went well until the 
females had laid their eggs and be- 
gun to spin, when all at once the males 
were found to have disappeared. Their 
larger feminine companions had grown, 
so fond of them that each female spi- 
der had eaten her mate. This catas- 
trophe ended the costly experiment— 
Washington Post.

The gang1 of men that 
have been working in thl* city stopped 
work when word was received from 
Springfield, and moet of them returned 
to Springfield yesterday or this mom- 
ing. 


The atrlkf is for higher wages. The 


matter has been under consideration 
for some time, and, although the com- 
pany made a slight increase in the pay J 
of the men in response to a demand 
made some time ago, it was not con- 
sidered sufliclem, and after a confer- 
ence of the foremen of the gangs in 
Springfield Saturday the decision was 
reached to order out the workmen. 


The action afEects more than 100 men 


•al^out half of whom hava their head- 
quarters in Sprnugneld. The men de- 
mand that their wages be increased 10 
cents a day and that they be allowed 
their traveling expenses. They claim 
that they are frequently sent into the 
country ana are required to pay |6 or 
$7 a week out of their salaries for these 
expenses. 


In Dicember last the linemen pre- 


pared a general petition, asking for an 
increase: in wages, which was sent to 
headquarters. There were some in- 
definite statements in this petition, and 
i: ws>s returned to them for conection. 
These were made, and when it again 
came to the notice of the officials, the 
reply was made that the request would 
be given consideration. As a result, a. 
slight increase was made not long ago. 
This was not considered satisfactory 
by the men and the present strike is 
the result. 


Manager Stedman of the local ex- 


change said that the strike would not 
handicap local business particularly, as 
there was little work left unfinished 
\\hen the men went out.

Railroading on the Narrow Gauge 


Tne following from the Readsboro 


Enterprise gives a few vary interesting 
side lights on the subject of rai'road- 
ing on the nrarow guage: 


The automatic couplers, required by 


national law to be placed upon all 
railroad cars before July 1300, are at 
the car shops and some have already 
been placed in position. The cars will 
probably not be fitted with air brakes 
as the passenger cars are already sup- 
plied with vacuum brakes 
and the 


freight trains are not long enough to 
make air brakes necessary. The air 
brakes are necessary only on roads 
where trains are run at high rates of 
speefl and where the multiplicity of 
trains make necessary the telegraphic 
block system of signals. There being 
no trains running in opposite direc- 
tions upon the H. T. & W. R. R. at 
the same time there is no danger of 
collisions and therefore no need of air 
brakes. The passenger trains will be 
already supplied with all brakes nec- 
essary and as the freight trains travel 
at something less than a, mile a min- 
ute they won't need them. In the win- 
ter the snow and ice furnishes all of 
the braking needed and more too as 
many of our people can testify.
